LAW UNIVERSAL AND BENEV- 
OLENT.

So far as we have any knowledge, the 
peculiarity of the divine administration of 
the universe is that it is governed by fixed 
and unalterable laws. 

In the material creation God has placed 
all matter, inits wonderfully diversified or- 
ganizations, under laws which are not 
only fixed, but constantly operative, and 
singularly adapted to the nature of matter. 
Gravitation controls every particle with 
irresistible potency. Vegetable life, in its 
endless varictics, is shaped and determined 
by a law perfectly adapted to the nature 
ofeach species. The same is true of all 
the multiplied forms of animal life, from 
the lowest to the highest. The law for 
each is essential for the perfection of cach. 

When God created man, he made him 
an intelligent, moral, aad accountable be- 








the criminal, but certainly to the virtuous. 
But to punish murder with death is a 
demonstration of the benevolence of the 
law, which seeks to protect the life of the 
obedient by the strongest sanction within 
the reach of human legislation. Thus, 
also, the benevolence of the divine law is 
manifested when it presents eternal happi- 
ness as the strongest possible motive which 
God himself could conceive to induce 
obedience, and eternal suffering the strong- 
est possible motive to hold men back from 
sin. The eternal punishment, then, of 
the incorrigibly wicked cannot be fairly 
pleaded as inconsistent with the divine 
benevolence, since, but for the benevolent 
rezard which God has for the best interest 
of the obedient, he never would have 
guarded their happiness by sanctions the 
most intense that he himself could state. 
As the massive state prison stands the 
visible monument, to all generations, of 
the benevolence of the law which guards 
and protects the virtuous and the obedient 
against the violence and selfishness of 
wrong-doers, so through all eternity the 
prison-house of the incorrigibly wicked 
will magnify the benevolence of the divine 
law which, in justice, has shut them up 
and inflicted upon them the penalty of 
their sins. Thus, the bad being separated 
from the good, the peace and happiness of 
the virtuous are permanently secured. 

It should never be forgotten that punish- 
ments and rewards belong to one govern- 
ment, and that their existence is indispens- 
able to it. Whatever, then, of rectitude 
and benevolence there is in the reward 
must of necessity likewise be in the pun- 
ishment, since the law cannot know in 
these alternations different dispositions. 
The lawgiver cannot be controlled by 
different motives—by benevolence in the 
reward, and vengeance or malignity in the 
punishment. The moral government of 
God, which is based upon a perfect law, 
designs only good. Punishment, equal 
with reward, is a precautionary measure, 
a provision to secure the good which be- 
nevolence designs. Hence the moral gov- 
ernment of God and the eternal penalties 
of the law are a benevolent necessity. 
What amount and kind of penalty is 
due to the violated law can never be set- 
tled by human reason. It can only be 
determined by God, who alone under- 
stands perfectly the true relations and ob- 
ligations of his creatures; who alone com- 
prehends the exact injury which sin in- 
flicts, and the ruin it would achieve to the 
highest good of the universe, if it were 
unrestrained. It must ever be remem- 





ing. He gave him conscience, that he 
might distinguish between right and 
wrong. He endowed him with love, hope, 
and fear, the three great motive powers to 
human action. He then placed him under 
a law admirably adapted to his intelligent, 
accountable, and immortal nature. He is 
so constituted that not only is he suscep- 
tible of reward and punishment, but that 
susceptibility enters largely into his moral 
constitution. When he docs wrong, he 
cannot get away from the harrowing fears 
of his conscience, nor dissuade himself of 
retribution. He knows and feels that he 
is under law. 

The conception of law is very easy. A 
child is commanded to do or not to doa 
certain thing. This is the injunction. 
From the nature of his relation to his 
parent he owes him obedience; this is the 
obligation. He is assured that reward will 
follow obedience, and punishment disobe- 
dience; this is the sanction. Here is the 
full idea of the law—viz., injunction, obli- 
gation, and sanction. These are essential 
to alllaws; designed to govern free, moral, 
and accountable beings. These character- 
ize all the laws of men in all their social 

organizations. 

The family is the foundation of all hu- 
man governments. The laws of the house- 
hold are for the good not of any one indi- 
vidual, but of all the individuals included 
in the household. So the state and the 
nation recognize the same conditions of 
law—viz., injunction, obligation, and sanc- 

* tion—as having authority over all and for 
the good of every individual. Without 
the sanction or penalty the injunction 
would only be advice. Sanctions, then, 
are esscntial to law. 

The government of God, though it 
extends over all the ages and over all 
accountable creatures, is but a larger 
household, and can only be carried on by 
the faithful operation of a perfect law. 
The nature of God’s law was made known 
with beautiful simplicity in the Garden of 
Eden, ‘“ Of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil thou shalt not eat of it.” 
Here is the injunction. Adam and Eve, 
as the creatures of God, owed obedience. 
Here is the obligation. “For in the day 
that thou eatest thereof thou shalt surely 
die.” Here is the sanction. These, then, 
are the essential clements of all laws, 
whether human or divine. 

Human laws, being imperfect, are often 
oppressive. But God's law is perfect and 
cannot by any possibility be oppressive. 
He has declared it.to be holy—thatis, right 
and proper in all its commands and in- 
junctions, just in all its demands of 
creatures to God the creator, and just in 
all it requires of man’s treatment of his 
fellow-man. Good or benevolent in that 
by its sanctions it guards and protects 
equally the interests of each individual 
against the violence and wrong-doing of 
allothers. We cannot be too strongly im- 
pressed with the benevolence of the divine 
law. No honestor virtuous man feels that 
the human lew is vengeful because it shuts 
upin prison the thief or hangs the delib- 
erate murderer. So far from this, he sees 
the benevolence of the law which pro- 
tects the honest and virtuous citizens 
against the violent selfishness of wicked 
and ungovernable men. Every man, even 
the most wicked, desires the fullest sanc- 
tion of the law to guard and protect his 
personal and social interests. The selfish, 
wicked purposes of the comparatively few 
criminals cannot outweigh the larger in- 
lerests of the community. To do away with 
the penalty, because it brings suffering to 
the violators of the law, would break 
down all the safeguards to virtue, and 
would give license to crime and violence. 
Yo commonwealth could exist under such 
circumstances. Law, then, with penalty, 
is @ necessity which is imperiously de- 
manded on the ground of benevolence, in 
order to secure the highest good to the 
greatest number. 

The law of God is the outgrowth of his 
penevolence. It is the guard thrown 
around the obedient. It is the expression 
of God’s invincible determination to punish 
the wrong-doer, because he violates that 
jaw of love which equally binds every man 
to love his neighbor as himself, and, there- 
fore, to do him no harm. It should never 
pe lost sight of that the divine law puts 
Yts restraints equally upon all, and in that 
restraint is secured the protection of each 
individual. Every interdict is on all, 
whilst each obtains the benefit. Every 
obligation binds the whole to the security 
tnd welfare of each one. Thus the moral 
law is the safeguard which benevolence 
throws around the most precious interests 
pf rational and accountable beings. The 
benevolence of the law is further mani- 
teste in the fact that it is ever vigilant, 

raatve, and certain of execution. 
there is nothing oppressive in its 
Pe caput #0 there is nothing partial in 
Re enforcement.

bered that sin is not a mere personal con- 
troversy between the sinner and God, by 
which God is injured and wronged ; but it 
is a violation of law, ‘‘for sin is the 
transgression of the law.”—TI John iii, 4. 
“For where no law is there is no trans- 
gression.”—Rom. iv, 15. It is the violation 
of the law which is the foundation of all 
government, and essential to the security 
and happiness of the intelligent universe ; 
the law which God, as the moral gov- 
ernor is bound, equally by benevolence as 
by justice, to see maintained inviolate 
and its majesty, upheld by the certain in- 
fliction of its penalty. Thus, comprehend- 
ing the whole, through all the ages of 
eternity, God alone can adjust with pre- 
cise accuracy the penalty to the crime. 
What that penalty is he must reveal. 





THE EPISCOPAL CONVENTION 
AT BALTIMORE.

Tue late General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States, at Baltimore, was an occasion of 
very great general interest. Its discussions 
and deliberations concerned not merely 
the members of that branch of the Catholic 
Church, but the welfare of all branches 
as well, and were closely watched by a 
great many persons of different denomina- 
tions, in whose regard and honor the 
whole Church stands far higher than any 
fragment or part of it. 

By the enterprise of M. H. Mallory & 
Co., of Hartford, publishers of The 
Churchman, a daily edition of their paper 
was issued at Baltimore, giving so com- 
plete a phonographic report of the pro- 
ceedings that the House of Deputies not 
only tendered a vote of thanks, but 
unanimously requested the publishers of 
The Churchman to make arrangements for 
similar reports at the next session. 

The meeting was, of course, a large and 
protracted one. Many of the ablest men 
in the Episcopal Church of this country 
were in attendance. The Bishop of Lich- 
field, the Bishop of Nassau, and the Dean 
of Chester graced the assembly by their 
distinguished presence, and contributed 
not a little to its interest by their sermons 
or addresses. The address of the Dean of 
Chester (Howson) on the subject of Italian 
Reform was one of great interest. He 
frankly expressed the opinion that the 
American branch of “our Church,” by 
virtue of its independence and its freedom 
from all religious and diplomatic entangle- 
ments, is marked as the most suitable to 
deal with the Italian Church Reform. By 
invitation of the Board of Missions, Dean 
Howson delivered an address upon the 
subject of ‘‘Woman’s Work in the 
Church,” which was exceedingly able 
and full of suggestions worthy of careful 
consideration in all branches of the 
Church of Christ. 

A careful perusal of the proceedings of 
tho Convention from day to day impressed 
me with the great ability with which the 
more important debates were conducted, 
and with the good nature, and fine cour- 
tesy, and rare charity which seems at all 
times to have reigned over the conflict of 
ideas and opinions. There was, as must 
needs be, much small talk upon matters 
both unimportant and _ uninteresting. 
There were, of course, good many gen- 
tlemen, (and these for the most part clerica] 
deputies) who must needs bring the march 
of business toa provoking halt at every 
step or two, to ask stupid questions, or 
make absurd criticisms and irrelevant sug- 
gestions, and blow the wind out of their 
lungs. The carnal mind of your corre- 
spondent finds a certain sweet comfort in 
the fact that Congregational associations 
and conferences have not a monopoly of 
these reverend vociferators and wheel- 
triggers; but that our Episcopal brethren 
have enough of them, at least, to prevent 
their conventions from becoming monot 
onously sensible and continuously delight 
ful. 

But great questions came up for dis- 
cussion ; great men appeared to take them 
in hand; many exceedingly able speeches 
were made, some of which exhibited mas- 
terly powers-of argument, large learning, 
broad culture, and real eloquence. I 
seriously doubt if any church or churches 
in the land can call forth, in any of their 
great gatherings, from their foremost men, 
solider and grander and nobler exhibitions 
of intellectual ability and culture than 
were furnished in this convention. And it 
is to be noticed that not only clerical depu- 
ties—such as the Rev. Messrs. Haight, 
Mead, Paddock, ‘Goodwin, Norton, And- 
rews, Schenck, Vinton, Adams and others 
—but laymen—such as Messrs. Carter, Shef- 
fey, Welsh, McCrary, Livingston, Gordon, 
Judd (and the list might be extended)— 
stood in the front rank of orators, taking 
an active and earnest part in the greater 
discussions, and doing knightly service in 
the tournament of debate. That Chris- 





tian gentlemen of intelligence and culture 
should discuss their differences in good 
temper and with moderation might be 
reasonably expected, one would say. But 
when it is remembered how often and 
how sadly such most reasonable expecta- 
tions concerning Christian gentlemen in 





‘precisely similar circumstances have been 








disappointed, and how decided were the 
disagreements which in this case came 
into conflict, and how the questions at 
issue were inextricably mingled with per- 
sonal prejudices, partisan zeal and pride, 
and with conscientious scruples, we may 
well congratulate our Episcopalian breth- 
ren, and join with Dean Howson in 
thanking God “for the spirit of charity 
and mutual trust which, by His blessing, 
at a very critical time, has reigned in 
this convention.” 

Overlooking entircly many and most of 
the manifold topics that came under delib- 
eration, the chief points of interest in the 
reports to the public generally are: First, 
the statement made by the Bishops con- 
cerning the meaning of the word “ regen- 
eration” in the baptismal service. Though 
this statement is put forth in no form of 
authoritative affirmation, and is negative 
in its character, and falls short of fulfill- 
ing the desires of the Evangelical party, 
yet itis both significant and important, 
is received with thankfulness, and ought 
to go far toward easing the consciences 
of the men whom Mr. Cheney, of Chica- 
go, mis-represents. As unquestionably ex- 
pressing the almost unanimous feeling 
of the Church, it should be received with 
gratitude by all Christians. 

Then, secondly, the great missionary 
meetings, and the enthusiasm that was 
manifested in them for the missionary 
work both at home and abroad. The 
most comprehensive views were obtained, 
the largest purposes were declared, and 
the most liberal provisions were urged in 
speeches of great earnestness and elo- 
quence. What truer sign of life and 
health and growth and power can any 
church show than this same enthusiasm in 
the work of missions? It would do any 
Christian man good to read the addresses 
made by the Bishop of Utah, Idaho, and 
Montana, whose residence is in Salt Lake 
City ; by the Rev. Mr. Rogers, of Texas ; 
by the Rev. Dr. Schenck, of Brooklyn; 
and those made by Bishops Coxe and Be- 
dell, on the occasion of the Missionary 
Jubilee. Bishop Bedell’s account of the 
letter which a young Christian girl of 
Athens wrote to a young Christian daugh- 
ter of an Indian chief in Dakota was one 
brimming with pathos. The story of the 
Indian girl’s conversion found its way 
into the missionary school at Athens; and 
a box of articles made by the scholars, 
and valued at one thousand dollars, was 
dispatehed thence as a contribution to the 
Indian mission. Athens ministering in 
Christian things to Dakota! One Athen- 
ian girl, Euphrasia by name, wrote a letter 
to her sister in the Far West—a sweet, 
simple outburst of fresh Christian sympa- 
thy and affection. But before it had ar- 
rived in this country the Indian maiden 
had been summoned to her heavenly rest, 
and the letter was read in the Convention. 
“The laughing water rippled its melody 
of heavenly love close beneath the. Casta- 
lian fount!” 

Let all Christian men rejoice that the 
Episcopal Church of this country is a mis- 
sionary church, and is putting her whole 
heart and soul and strength into the mis- 
sionary work. Thus let the American 
Board exult together with the Board of 
Missions, and all the separate armies of the 
one great army of the Lord push on their 
columns, under the guidance of one spirit, 
till the whole world shall be redeemed 
unto Christ! 

Thirdly, the anniversary of the Evan- 
gelical Education Society. ‘‘ Our desire 
and aim,” say the managers, in their report, 
“is to multiply ministers of a particular 
sort—men called of the Holy Ghost to 
preach the Gospel; men ... who 
will put nothing between Christ and the 
lost soul—neither church nor sacraments” ; 
who are opposed to the extravagances of 
both Rationalism and Ritualism, and who 
regard the Church of Christ “as the 
blessed company of all faithful people who 
love all who love our Lord Jesus Christ 
in sincerity and in truth.” 

This trumpet gives no uncertain sound. 
An imposing array of bishops, a large 
number of the prominent clergy of the 
Church, an immense audience, and the 
magnificent speeches of Bishop Eastburn, 
of Mass., and of Bishop Cummins, of 
Kentucky, conspired to make this anni- 
versary one of the most interesting fea- 
tures of the Convention. With the earn- 
est and fearless men who constitute this 
wing of the Church, insisting on a pure 
Gospel and simple worship, and hesitating 
not to empty their vials of holy indignation 
and ridicule upon the whole “ histrionic” 
system of ritualism, with its “shifting of 
garments, intonings, marchings, bowings, 
and other postures and impostures,” the 
non-liturgical churches have a deep sym- 
pathy. And, afterall, these “ Evangelicals” 
are the powerful party in the Church. 

With great vigor Bishop Eastburn pro- 
tested against“ the poor, petty, narrow, 
and exclusive spirit which animates so 
many of the clergy,” and which “ casts 
out of the Church of God all who have 
not our constitution of the Christian minis- 
try.” He sketched the characters of some 
rectors who refuse to speak a word for 
the American Bible Society, or for Young 
Men’s Christian Associations, because these 
organizations “are not of the Church!” 
He warmed to his work, and waxed elo- 
quent against the ‘sacrificing priests,” 
who are covering over the Liturgy “ with 
idolatrous representations and panto- 
mimic observances, and are disgusting 
thousands of people with all this wretched 
superstition which is defacing and destroy- 
ing our Church.” Then came Bishop 
Cummins, of Kentucky, in a most elo- 
quent plea for the dignity of the office of 
preaching, which richly deserves to be re- 
printed and scattered throughout the 
whole land. He began by describing 
Correggio’s picture of the Nativity—the 
manger, the night season, the Babe resting 
on Mary’s lap, the shepherds kneeling 
abont Him, the light beaming from the 
person of the Child into the surrounding 
darkness! ‘‘This position occupied by 
the Child Jesus is that occupied on this 
Evangelical system by Christ!’ The 
points of his speech were these: 

i.) The ministers of Christ, in their 
highest significance, ave preachers of the 
Gospel—not priests or ceremony masters. 

The man who claims to be a sacrificing 
priest claims it tmpiously. To call the 
ministry a priesthood is to intrude into the 
solemn office of the Son of God. The 
pulpit, and not the altar, should be magni- 
fied. He believed that “ we ought to have 
stood firm with one of our bishops in a 
former day, and refused to have conse- 
crated a church with an altar, instead of a 
table.” He told of a poor Irish woman 
who came to her priest in arage. ‘‘ What's 
the matter?” he asked. “ Your riverence, 
I went to confishin’, an’ saw an illegant 
althar, an’ a praist with swate garmints, 
an’ with little boys helpin’ him. An’ I said 
to the man at the door, Where is the 
holy wather? An’ he said he was sorry 
there wasn’t any holy wather at all. And 
I said, You're a set of desavers, the whole 
of yes, and not a Catherlic church !” 

The Bishop did not wonder she was de- 
ceived. The preacher of the Gospel has 
the noblest name and title—nobler than 
that of bishop even. Then the speaker, 
in a strain of great eloquence, sketched 
the great throng and succession of Chris- 
tian preachers, with St Paul at their 
head. The apostolie preachers, mighty 
in the Scriptures; the martyrs, with the 
smell of fire on their garments; the ante- 
Nicene fathers, golden-mouthed! Then 
the voice of preaching ceased, and dark- 
ness fell upon the Church. Only now and 
then asingle voice crying in the wilder- 
ness, to be hushed, like that of the Bap- 
tist, by violence. “Ten centuries pass, 





and preaching makes the Reformation !” 
* ¢ « “We know vo nobler historic 
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succession than the succession of such men 
(as Taylor, Barrows, Wesley, Whitefield, 
etc., etc.) preaching the everlasting Gos- 
pel of Christ !” 

(2.) The character of the pulpit of any 
age is the exact measure of the character 
of that age and nation. 

(8.) An evangelical ministry is the 
special need of this day. 

Each of these points was developed 
with great vigor of thought, with a wealth 
of apt illustration, and with a directness 
and earnestness which made the whole 
speech one of remarkable quickening 
power. Will not some publisher under- 
take to put it into pamphlet form, and so 
place it within reach of people? Or will 
not the Home Missionary Society do its 
readers and the whole Christian public 
the favor of printing this address in one of 
its future monthly publications ? 


Music, 


Tne revival of Italian opera at the New 
York Academy of Music has been attended 
with all the pucuniary success and social éclat 
which the most enthusiastic admirers of 
Miss Nilsson anticipated. The prima donna 
has been greeted with full and brilliant 
houses; and the new tenor, M. Capoul, 
has become a favorite with the ladies, 
though he has not escaped the censure 
of the critics. Of Miss Nilsson’s voice 
and style of singing we have spoken so 
often that we need say little now. We do 
not believe that the judgment which dis- 
passic ate listeners expressed at the time of 
her concerts has been modified by her per- 
formance at the opera hgpse. We find her 
tones now, as they were then, pure and 
sweet, but colorless; and her style senti- 
mental, but cold. All defects, however, in 
her singing seem to be forgotten in the de- 
light produced by her acting. In all the 
parts she has thus far undertaken—as Lucia, 
Violeta, Lady Henrietta, Margherita, Zerlina— 
she exhibits an impersonation more lifelike 
and impressive than anything our boards 
have seen before, and in certain passages of 
three of these she may almost be called great. 
Yet she is not really sympathetic; and in 
“Faust? especially we are conscious that 
there is a fine flavor of tenderness in the 
music which she does not appreciate. M. 
Capoul is in some respects her ter- 
part. He has an excellent voice, of fine, 
reedy quality; not of great compass, nor of 
much body, bat strong enough for any part 
adapted to atenore di grazia, and cultivated 
to the extreme point of refinement of which 
the French school is capable. He carries 
sentimentality to the verge of nonsense, and 
delicacy quite to the point of affectation; 
yet there can be no question that he is an 
artist of very high rank, and, if we do not 
like his art, there are certainly many who do. 
Of the rest of Mr. Strakosch’s company we 
have not much to say. Mile. Corani, an- 
nounced as 4 dramatic prima. donna, made a 
decided failure; and Mile. Leon Duval, the 
light soprano, had merely a succés destime. 
Miss Cary has thus far disappointed her 
friends, for she has sung with too little ani- 
mation, and has apparently not yet gauged 
the acoustic properties of the house. M. 
Jamet is a good bass singer—though his voice 
lacks depth—and a good actor. The baritone, 
M. Barré is a fair second-rate artist, who has 
made no impression whatever. As for Mr. 
Brignoli, who sang in “ Lucia’’ on the first 
night of the season, the time is long passed 
when he could be rated asa leading attrac- 
tion. In reality, the troupe contains nobody 
but Nillson and Capoul whom the public care 
about hearing; and the day when New York 
is to have a really good, well-organized, com- 
plete Italian opera eompany, with efficient 
chorus and orchestra, decent dresses, and ap- 
propriate scenery appears to be more distant 
than ever. 

....The Harmonic Society has given two 
performances of “‘ Elijah ’—one in New York, 
the other in Brooklyn—with Mr. Santley, 
Miss Edith Wynne, Madame Patey, and Mr. 
Cummings in the solo parts. The singing of 
Mr. Santley was extraordinarily fine; and 
Miss Wynne, though the part was beyond 
her physical strength, deserved warm praise 
for good taste and intelligent interpretation. 
In New York Mr. Cummings had so bad a 
cold that he ought to have been excused from 
singing, and in Brooklyn Madame Patey was 
taken ill and obliged to leave the stage. The 
chorus and orchestra, under the direction of 
Dr. James Pech, were both very bad. 


....Mr. Charles Lunn, writing in the Lon- 
don Orchestra on the theory of vocal culture, 
says of Clara Novello and Santley: ‘These 
two singers possess the only English voices 
that I have heard that can be said of them, 
They are at their purest—not a ripple on the 
tone, not a shade that should be altered.” 
So far as Mr. Santley is concerned the compli- 
ment is certainly well deserved.

Tux demand for the more thorough instruc- 
tion of Sunday-school teachers is made on 
every side, both in England and America. A 
writer in a recent issue of the London Sunday- 
school Teacher urges the study of Greek by 
those who would understand and explain the 
words of the New Testament. In confirma- 
tion of his view of the importance of reading 
the Scriptures in the languages in which they 
were written, he quotes Martin Luther as 
saying: 
“Those who are acquainted with versions 
only see with the eyes of others, and stand- 
ing with the common people at a distance in 
the outer court look on the sacred rites; but 
he who reads the oricinal text is admitted 
with the priests into the holy place, and is a 
witness and a judge of all that is done in the 
inner sanctuary.” 
It is suggested that ‘‘one of the best enter- 
prises upon which the London Sunday-school 
Union could enter would be the establish- 
ment of a Greek Testament class, to which 
teachers of senior classes might come and 
fight their way on to some understanding of 
the text.” The opinion of Rev. R. W. Dale 
is quoted : that before many years have passed 
@ considerable proportion of teachers “‘ will 
be as familiar with the Greek Testament.as 
with the Authorized Version.” The fact that 
such suggestions and opinions have now 8 
place in the Sunday-school periodicals is in 
itself an indication of progress in the work of 
teaching Bible truth, anda sign of promise 
for the future. Nor is the idea of such cul- 
ture unworthy a serious consideration : 
“Ttis granted, indeed, that the work of the 
Sabbath-school has often been carricd on to 
glorious results by those who were without the 
attainment now recommended. Yet that is 
not a reason why we should not use every 
means that seems adapted to forward the good 
work in which we are engaged.”’ 
On this side of the water, also, the call is 
made for a higher standard of Sunday-school 
teaching. The Sunday-school Times declares 
that “the greatest want of Sunday-schools, 
as of all schools, is that of thoroughly com- 
petent and skilled teachers.” The Baptist 
Zeacher adds: ‘Preparation for Sunday- 
school] work requires heart work and head 
work also.” The Sunday-school Worker thus 
directs attention to the necessity of thoropgh 
Bible knowledge on the part of the teacher: 
“The Bible is the fundamental text-book 
of Sunday-schools. The object of the Sun- 
day-school is salvation through the imparta- 
tion of saving truth. To teach what the 
Bible teaches, therefore, is the great work— 
the great if not the only work of this system. 
To be able to teach involves knowledge as 
well as aptness toteach. Clear and well-de- 
fined biblical ideas are essential to successful 
teaching.” 
When so much is being said of the need of 
better teaching, there can be little doubt that 
the teaching, as a whole, is making gain. 
This is clearly the case in the Sunday-school. 


...eThe Rev. Dr. John Hall, of the Fifth- 
avenue Presbyterian church in this city, is 
doing scarcely less through the Sunday- 
schools of his charge than through his pulpit 
efforts. While his large church is usually 
crowded to hear the simple, earnest, and 
eloquent expositions of Bible truth which 
characterize his sermons, his home Sunday- 
school and three branch or mission schools 
all feel his influence and are growing in 
numbers and power. The home school has 
already been compelled to ask for more com- 
modious quarters, and new rooms were 
opened for it October 15th, with appropriate 
services. In describing these, a correspond- 
ent of the Sunday-school Workman says of 
Dr. Hall and his schools : 

“Great prominence is given to thorough 

Bible instruction. Dr. Hall is always in the 
school, and invariably speaks to each teacher 
and scholar, The Wednesday evening lecture 
is devoted to the lesson studied in the four 
schools a the church. The attend- 
ance, becoming too large for the chapel, is 
now heldin the church. The ladies’ Bible- 
class, conducted by the pastor on Saturday 
afternoons, is of great interest. The chapel 
is too small to hold comfortably the usual at- 
tendance. Ladies come in their carriages to 
sit often on stools, and sometimes have been 
known to take seats on the floor, and not 
seldom are unable to getin. The teachers’ 
sociable, for the teachers of all the schools, 
is conducted by the pastor, and is largely at- 
tended.” 
Besides what he is doing for the Sunday- 
schools of his immediate charge, Dr. Hall 
has undertaken a work for the benefit of the 
schools of the entire country. He promises 
to prepare lessons on the subject of the 
American Series (agreed on at the gathering 
of Sunday-school publishers) for each Sun- 
day inthe year 1872. These lessons are to 
appear in the Sunday-school World, of Phila- 
delphia, with accompanying lesson papers 
for scholars, and will doubtless have a 
very wide circulation, growing out of the 
popularity of this style of Sunday-school 
lessons over the old-fashioned question 
books, and the confidence reposed in Dr. 
Hall as a Bible expositor. 


....-The American Sunday-school Union 
recognizes in the existing and increasing de- 
mand of the Sunday-schoo! for instruction in 
modes of work and methods of teaching a 
call on itself,as the national undenomina- 
tional Sunday-school society, to do more 
than it has hitherto attempted in this depart- 
ment of effort. Accordingly, Rev. H. Clay 
Trumbull, of Hartford, Conn., has been ap- 
pointed by the Board “normal secretary” of 
the Society, to represent it in the exhibition 
and elucidation of improved modes of Sun- 
day-school teaching and management. This 
appointment is for the whole country, in- 
stead of confining his sphere to New England, 
as hitherto ; yet he is not to leave New En- 
gland, nor to sbandon charge of its mission- 
ary work. He is, however, liable to go 
to any part of the land in attendance 
at conventions and institutes, and itf is 
expected that his pen is to be used in this 
new sphere as well as his voice. Indeed, 
he is to have charge of the Teachers’ 
Department in the Sunday-school World 
(monthly) in which Dr. Hall will publish 
Lessons, and Dr. Newton his Children’s Ser- 
mons, as heretofore. It will be seen the idea 
itself indicates progress both in the Sunday- 
school cause and in the Sunday-school Union. 
We hereby record our judgment that no 
better selection could have been made if the 
Union had searched the country through to 


find the best man it contained. Mr. Trum- 
bull is an enthusiastic Sunday-school man; 
and, what is more, his etudyof the history 
and methods of work has very nearly elevated 
this class of instruction to the rank of a 
science. 


....While many are still sneering at the 
use of the blackboard in the Sunday-school, 
that much misused yet often convenient and 
useful instrument for the illustration and 
enforcement of truth is finding its way to 
favor through other than Sunday-school 
channels. Popular lecturers, especially on 
scientific subjects, use the blackboard freely 
before the public, some of them deeming 
it indispensable toa fair elucidation of the 
truth they present. The naturalist sketch- 
ing an insect he describes, the geologist 
showing the relative position of different 
strata he mentions, the traveler picturing 
the outline of a coast he visited, the astron- 
omer exhibiting the movements of the 
heavenly bodies, and many another platform 
teacher, has occasion to employ the black- 
board in explanation of his specific state- 
ments. Indeed, a prominent literary gentle- 
man of this city remarked not long since 
that there was scarcely any subject worth 
lecturing upon in the entation of which 
the blackboard would not be useful. In 
some of the theological lecture-rooms the 
blackboard is found serviceable in logical 
analysis, as it is found convenient by here 
and there a pastorin the familiar exposition 
of truth in the parish chapel at the weekly 
evening lecture. Superintendents who have 
not yet learned the value of the blackboard 
may by and by employ it judiciously, to the 
advantage of their schools, 


....While the Sunday-schools of America 
and England are by no means all that is to 
be desired, and less children are in them than 
should be, the contrast of either of these 
countries with poor France indicates the 
terrible need in that land of religious culture 
for the little ones. It is said that in Paris 
alone there are “900,000 children between 
be aren at — and see, who go to no 
scbool, but are plunged @ grossest ignor- 
ance.” And at Lyons, on the occasion of a 
recent treat given ‘“‘to the children of the 
anti-religious schools of that eity,” there 
seems to have been little benefit to them 
over their neglected companions at $

Im his paper on the ‘“ Laws of Organic De- 
velopment,”’ in the American Naturalist, Prof. 
Cope restates his views on the development 
hypothesis, as opposed to Mr. Darwin's the- 
ory of natural selection. As to the proofs 
for evolution, he says there are two modes of 
demonstration, both depending on direct 
observation. One of these has been success- 
fully presented by Darwin: 
‘He has observed the origin of varieties in 
avimals and plants, either in the domesticated 
or wild states, and has shown, what had been 
known to many, tbe lack of distinction in the 
grade of difference which separates varieties 
and especies. But he has also pointed out 
that species have been derived from other 
species among domesticated animals; and he 
infers by deduction that other species, whose 
origin has not been observed, have also de- 
ded from parents. So far I be- 
lieve his induction to be justified ; but when 
from this basis evolution of divisions, defined 
by important structural characters—as gen- 
era orders, classes, etc.—is inferred, { believe 
that we do not know enough of the uniform- 
ity of Nature’s processes in the premises to 
enable us to regard this kind of proof as con- 
clusive. I, therefore, appeal to another mode 
of proving it, and one which covers the case 
of all the more really structural features of 
animals and plants.” 
He believes that the differences among 
genera, etc., are produced during the growth 
of individuals, by acceleration of growth in 
some and retardation in others. In his first 
example he brings forward the case of the 
spike-horned deer as distinguished from those 
genera with full antlers. (The example of 
the spike-horn deer of the Adirondacks has 
already been cited as a good example of the 
law of acceleration and retardation by Pro- 
fessor Hyatt, ina previous number of the 
American Naturalist.) Cope remarks that it 
is well known that the Old World deer de- 
velop a basal snag of the antler at the third 
year; a majority of those of the New World 
never develop it, except in abnormal cases 
(the Adirondack spike-horns), in the most vig. 
orous maturity of the most northern species, 
the Virginia deer, while the South American 
deer (Subulo) retains to adult age the simple 
born or spike of the second year of all Cer- 
vide. Among the higher members of the 
family Rusa and Azis never assume charac- 
ters beyond an equivalent of the fourth year 
of Cervus. In another genus (Dama) the 
characters are, on the other hand, assumed 
more rapidly than in Cervus, its third year 
corresponding to the fourth of the latter, and 
the development in after years of a broad 
plate of bone, with points being substituted 
for the addition of the corresponding snags, 
thus beginning another series which term- 
inates in the great fossil elk (Afegacerus). 
Returning -to the American deer, we have 
Blastocerus, whose antlera are identical with 
the fourth year of Cariacus. Corresponding 
with the Dama-Megacerus type of the Old 
World, we have the moose, developing the 
same palmate horn on the basis of the Vir- 
ginia deer. Thus these genera are produced 
by the acceleration or retardation of devel- 
opment of one set of organs. All growth is 
due to the subdivision of the primitive egz- 
cells. Acceleration is only possible during 
the period of grewth of the embryo in the 
egg orin the larvae state, before it is adult 
and in full possession of all its physical 
faculties. Hence, during this time most of 
them are removed from the influence of phys- 
ical or biological causes, either through their 
hidden lives or incapacity for the energetic 
performance of life functions. These influ- 
ences must, then, have operated on the 
parents, been rendered potential in their re- 
productive cells, and become energetic in the 
growing fetus of the next generation. How- 
ever little we may understand this mysterious 
process, it is, nevertheless, a fact. Says 
Murphy: “There is no act which may not 
become habitual, and there is no habit that 
may not be inherited.” This multiplication 
of cells building up the tissues of animals and 
plants he calls growth force, and the influ- 
ences influencing it are physical and chemical 
causes—use and effort; the last two being the 
most prominent, and due cither to compul- 
sion or intelligent choice. As striking ex- 
amples of intelligent selection, he instances 
the varieties of bees and ants. Had all in the 
hive or bill been modified alike—as soldiers, 
queens, workers, cte.—the origin of the struc- 
tures might have been thought to be com- 
pulsory ; but, varied and adapted as the differ- 
ent forms are to the wants of a community, 
the influence of intelligence is too obvious to 
be denied. The selection of food offers an 
opportunity for the exercise of intelligence, 
and the adoption of means for obtaining it 
still greater ones. It is here that intelligent 
selection proves its supremacy as a guide of 
use, and consequently of structure, to all 
the other agencies here proposed. The 
preference for vegetable or for animal food 
determined by the choice of individual ani- 
mals among the omnivores, which were, no 
doubt, according to the paleontological 
record the predecessors of our herbivores, 
and perhaps of carnivores also, must have de- 
termined their course of life, and taus of all 
their parts into those totally distinct direc- 
tions. The choice of food underground, on 
| the ground, or in trees would necessarily 
direct the uses of organs in those directions 
respectively. 

“Intelligence is a conservative principle, 
and always will direct effort and use into 
lines which will be beneficial to its possessor. 
Thus we have the source of the fittest—i.e., 
addition of parts by increase and location of 
growth force directed by the will—the will 
being under the influence of various kinds of 
compulsory choice in the lower and _intelli- 
gent option among higher animals. Thus in- 
telligent choice may be regarded as the orig- 
inator of the fittest, while natural selection is 
the tribunal to which all the results of ac- 
celerated growth are submitted. This pre- 
serves or destroys them, and determines the 
new points of departure on which accelerated 
growth shall build. Acceleration under the 
influence of effort accounts for the existence 
ofradimental characters. Many other char- 
acters will follow at a distance, the modifica- 
tions proceeding in accordance with the laws 
here proposed; and retardation Is accounted 
for by complementary or absolute loss of 
growth force.”” 





....The last volume of the Smithsonians 
“Contributions to Knowledge"’ is devoted 
to Morgan's great work, ‘* Systems of Consan- 
guinity and Affinity of the Human Family.” 
It has called out an article by Sir John Lub- 
bock on the development of parents. He 
characterizes the former work as ‘‘ one of the 
most important works on ethnography which 
has appeared for years.” Lubbock, however, 
combats Morgan’s theory by which he en- 
deavors to prove ethnographic parentage in 
the analogy of systems of parentage in use in 
different tribes or races, and that fortuitous 
resemblances are very natural in the develop- 
ment of buman races. Promiscuous inter- 
course, tribal marriages, polyandry, and mo- 
nogamy—such is the order followed, accord- 
ing to these writers, in the development of 
humanity. We have seen in our day, adds 
the Revue Scientifique, that the reformers of 
the Internationale regard free ‘ove as tending 
to replace marriage. Thus promiscuous in- 
tercourse occurs at the two extremes of the 
history of the human species: accidental and 
due to savage violence at first ; and, finally, as 
in the French Communists, and we might 
add sporadically in the United States, it be- 
comes elective anda matter of choice. There 
is nothing more interesting in the science of 
man than the history of the formation of the 
family, which the works of Bachofen, Mac- 
Lennen, Cordier, Morgan, and Lubbock ste 
elaborating. While a certain class of “re- 
formers”? are undermining the family rela- 
tion, Dr. Allen is pointing out the physical 
degeneracy of the race in New England. This 
is due, he thinks, to neglect of exercise, im- 
proper customs and fashions in dress, and 
the too exclusive cultivation of the brain 
among women, The reform must come 
from the women. ‘It is generally believed 
that, in accordance with hereditary laws, the 
vitality, the stamina, the strength of the 
constitution depend much more upon the 
mother than the father. It becomes, then, 
vastly important that the mother should pes- 
sess the right kind of organization.” 


eoeeProfessor Laycock has recently deliy- 
ered an important lecture on physiology in 
relation to psychology, or personal identity, 
and the verification of belief. As to the 
latter point, he says, as we find reported in 
the Revue Scientifique: ‘‘When a spiritualist 
tries to verify his belief in spirits, he ignores 
this fact, that his belicf is due to molecular 
changes which have no direct relation 
whatever to any spiritual influence, ex- 
cept that which constitutes bis own 
spiritnal nature. Relegated to these 
last elements, all the proofs of the pre- 
tended existence of a spirit are only, when 
we examine them in good faith, representa- 
tions resulting from the action of the brain 
manifested to the consciousness.” He 
refers not only to the hallucinations of 
lunatics and weak-minded and ignorant per- 
sons, but to the accounts of their sensations 
by men of high mental endowments. 





Missionary News. } 


Wa have an interesting resumé by the 
(English) Church Missionary Society of its 
North India Mission. The ficld it covers 
contains nearly 150,000,000 human beings, 
and is now certainly everywhere open to ap- 
proach. Its main arterial line, both of rail- 
way and missions, runs from Calcutta, some- 
what crookedly, 1,600 miles northwest to 
Peshawur, the capital of the extreme British 
province in that direction. This breadth of 
country—greater than that from New York 
or Boston to Omaha—is swarming with cities 
like Allahabad, Lahore, Lucknow, Delhi, etc., 
with countless villages and watercourses, 
crowded with people. What has the English 
people—more especially the Established 
Church—which claims to provide for the re- 
ligious wants of those within British domin- 
ions—done for these millions during the cen- 
tury of control? In this vast and populous 
region, containing one-eighth of the entire 
population of the globe, and thrown by 
Providence upon the English Church beyond 
others, it has now 23 principal missionary 
centers—11 of them along the great arterial 
line just mentioned, and the 12 other dotted 
about, some to the east and some to the west 
of it, at distances varying from 40 to 250 miles. 
In the Central Provinces, with a population 
double that of Scotland, it has a solitary 
European missionary, 350 miles from any 
other in one direction, 450 in the other. In 
the province of Oude, with a population 
larger than that of Ireland, it has two sta- 
tions; in Bengal, with one double that of 
England, five; in the Northwest provinces, 
with one equal to that of Great Britain and 
Treland combined, seven; and in the Punjab, 
with one equal to that of England and Wales, 
eight. These mission centers are situated 
within territory and amidst people under 
the British Government, and are, therefure, 
guarded from interruption. There is no 
hindrance to progress dnd most rapid expan- 
sion other than:*1st, the “ backwardness of 
the Church of Christ in sending forth mis- 
sionaries; and, 2d, the unwillingness of the 
people of India themselves to receive God’s 
messages of love in his Son Jesus Christ.” 
Yet at the close of this century of En- 
gland’s control of India the Established 
Church is heard saying, through its mission- 
ary society: “It must be confessed that, 
with our present resources of means and of 
laborera, we are not able to occupy in suffi- 
cient strength the twenty-three centers 
which have, from time to time, been occu- 
pied; for five of these centers are at present 
without any European missionary, and at 
ten others, where as to most of them there 
is ample work for two or more, there is but 
one each.” It is well that the Dis- 
senters and the sects are also in the 
field, and able todo something. Missionary 
labor (Protestant) in North India was begun 
in 1753 bya Mr. Kiernander, who came to 
Calcutta from South India. After doing 
fairly for 30 years, the mission so founded 
was suffered to languish, and then to die, 
leaving few traces. After 83 years of life, 
50 of them spent in zealous missionary 
work, Mr. Kiernander died, in 1799, just as 
Messrs. Carey, Marshman, and Ward, the 
earnest pioneer Baptists in the East, came to 
begin their apostolic work. It was not till 
1807 that thi: Church Missionary Society 
made its first appropriation to North India— 
one of about $1,250. And it was not till 
within twenty years that it had above 9 
stations in all this vast and populous region, 
intrusted so peculiarly to its charge. Even 
now the aggregate number of native Chris- 
tian adherents of this society at all the 
stations and outstations in North India 
amounts only to 11,412 souls. The pres- 
ent effort to build up a Divinity School 
at Lahore promises success. A native clergy 
may be secured tosupply European lack. At 
the close of its first ycar one of the pro- 
fessors writes: 

“We have eight regular and three or four 
temporary students. Two or three of tlfese 
could give a very good account of the first 
fifteen chapters of Genesis in Hebrew, with 
very fair ability to construe easy verses into 
Greek. ‘Butler’ several seem to have a 
pretty clear idea of; also of church history 
for the firat two centuries. Tae courses of 
‘Doctrines and Evidences’ they have paid 
much attention to, and are laying up in mem- 
ory and note-books a stock of knowledge for 
their future flocks, if it please God tocall 
them into the ministry. Some, however, 
will devote themselves to the call of evan- 
gelists, I trust; and their fervent zeal in 
availing themselves of the opportunitics of 
telling abroad Christ’s truth, and pleading 
with men to be reconciled to God, may well 
provoke and animate us. - « It seems 
impossible to estimate the value of present 
time for India and its future Chureh. . . . 
Yet for the present every inch of ground is 
disputed with intense determination. . . . 
Of two or three baptisms in this neighbor- 
hood showing this one was that of a young 
man of high reputation for character and in- 
tellect, who was mobbed and terribly ill- 
treatea. . . . e is a good English 
scholar and had within the last 14 months 
read through Scott’s Commentaries, which 
he picked up at a sale. It is curious to see 
cast-off religious books, presents from pious 
friends in England, bought up by native 
Christians, and at length finding their value. 
Cheap second-hand copies of the Religions 
Tract Society’s ‘Scott and Henry’ would 
be a treasure out here.” 

+e While the Established Church (En- 
glish) Society reports itself as scareely hold- 
ing its own in North India, the Baptist 
Society (English), by its treasurer, made no 
better showing at its late conference at North- 
ampton, September 28th. After an earnest 
appeal as to ‘* India’s claims for missionary 
agency’’ on the people of England, he goes 
on to state that “‘in the year 1866 the num- 
ber of our missionaries there was 39. Be- 
tween that year and this six names have 
been added to the list; but ten have disap- 
peared from it, leaving our number 35. The 
financial figures are in harmony with these 
facts. In 1866 the salaries of Indian mis- 
sionaries amounted to eome $36,000. In 1867 
a iderable increase b 'y, and 
this item rose to some $42,000; while this 
year it stands at some $32,500, Now had the 
number remained stationary it would have 
been matter of much regret.: Does the flood 
of idolatry, bearing on its bosom the wreck 
of debased humanity, remain stationary? ... 
But the numbers are actually less. And 
then the snows of age are whitening the 
honored beads of our brethren. The trans- 
lator’s eye is waxing dim, and be who works 
up the living word for the native’s hand sits 
lonely at his desk.’? Coming as statements 
of this sort are doing and have been doing 
of late from English and Scotch societies of 
almost every denomination with increasing 
frequency and urgeucy of appeal, we must 
see ground for asking why so few young 
Christian men there devote themselves to 
missions? Enough of them go to India, 
Australia, China, to all the ends of the earth, 
for commercial purposes. Why so few for 
missions? Is missionary zeal dying out of the 
Christian life of Great Britain ? 


...-The Southern Baptist Board has 12 
stations and outstations in Chins, with 
twelve missionaries and eighteen native as- 
sistants, and seven churches, with more than 
350 baptized converts on their rolls. The mis. 
sionaries aro very hopefal over the signs of 
yet greater success. In Africa it has re- 
sumed its-mission, and bas already ten sta- 
tions, with twelve laborers, Revisiting 
Yoruba lately, its missionaries found not only 
the converts thef had left maintaining their 
profession, but many others awaiting and de- 
siring baptism; as also a wide and genéral 
wish for more missionaries, to be supported, 
if necessary, by those to whom they should 
preach. Its European missions, meanwhile, 
are very encouraging. Besides Dr. Cote, it 
has 8 or 10 colporteurs and evangelists in 
Italy, and in Rome itself a church of over 40 
members; while ‘at Bari, on the Adriatic, 
an entire church with its pastor has become 
Baptist.” Dr. Cote writes: ‘Our work in 
Rome and the surrounding provinces con- 
tinues with unvarying success. Almost 
every Sabbath itis my privilege to baptize 
converts, The young students under my 
charge are now doing colporteur work in the 
principal cities. At Velletri the authorities 
kindly placed the large hall of the municipal 
council at the disposal of one of them for 
public meetings, The sub-prefect was pres- 
ent, together with the members of the coun- 
cil; and a body of armed carbineers were 
stationed at the door to prevent any tumult 
from outside.

A TERRIBLE disaster has overtaken our 
whaling ficet in the Arctic Ocean. Some 38 
vessels were caught in t::e ice about the 1st 
of September; and by the 10th a number of 
them had been crushed and sunk, and the re- 
mainder driven ashore. On the 13th the cap- 
tains held a meeting and resolved to abandon 
their vessels, to save the lives of the crews. 
About 1,200 officers and their families and the 
sailors took refuge on board six vessels, which 
had been so fortunate as to avoid the ice- 
pack, and were conveyed to Honolulu, 8. I. 
On the 5th inst. many of the officers and 
their families arrived at San Francisco, on the 
“Moses Taylor,” from Honolulu. 600 of the 
seamen were Kanakas, and will remain in 
the Sandwich Islands. Whaling barque 
“Comet” will bring to San Francisco as 
many of those belonging East as possible, 
while the remainder will await transportation 
by some means to be provided by the U. 8. 
consul at Honolulu. The loss by the destruc- 
tion of the fleet is estimated at $1,500,000. 
The loss of oil is about 14,000 barrels and of 
bone 100,000 pounds.

THE POETICAL PROSPECT. 
BY CHARLES F. RICIARDSON. 


Critics of poetry are proverbially hasty 
in forming their judgments. The crush- 
ing reviews of Keats’s poems, when they 
first appeared, and their chilling effect 
upon the young poet, are matters of liter- 
ary history. Indeed, it was the pleasure 
of Gifford and Lockhart, and their kin, 
to impale quarterly some new and blush- 
in# poetical adpirant. On the other hand, 
Alexander Smith, upon the publication of 
his first volume, was greeted with a pcr- 
fect ovation of applause. The usually 
cautious Westminster Review found no page 
in his book without ‘‘ some Shakespearian 
felicity of expression ; and from the quar- 
terlies to the penny-a-liners Smith was 
hailed as a poet destined to hold the place 
Jeft vacant by Wordsworth and Southey 
and the other celebrities of fifty years ago. 
Gerald Massey and Sydney Dokell were 
hardly less fortunate in their reception ; 
and so frequently have the critics discov- 
ered some undying reputation, which has, 
nevertheless, soon expired in obscurity, 
that the public has grown cautious in 
making any attempt at poetical prophecy- 

But at the present time the condition of 
things in the literary world is such that it 
scems no unprofitable task to examine the 
claims of some of the new poets who are 
#0 prominently put before the notice of 
the English-speaking world. In our own 
country, it is now thirty-two years since 
Longfellow published his ‘‘ Voices of the 
Night”; Bryant, although he has just 
completed his notable Homeric transla- 
tions, is seventy-four years of age; Holmes 
and Whittier are beyond sixty; while 
Lowell and Saxe and Emerson were secure 
in their reputation long ago. In England 

‘Prinyson a2d Browning and Arnold are 
pow men of more than middle age, and 
their poetry was familiarly known pre- 
vious to the present generation of readers; 
while men are still living in comparative 
obscurity for whom a brilliant poetical 
“future was prophesied many years since. 
Under these circumstances it becomes no 
unimportant duty carefully to examine 
the new poets who are to succecd our old- 
time favorites, and to determine, if possi- 
ble, what prospect there is for a continu- 
ance of the remarkable series of books 
which have rendcred the nineteenth cen- 
tury so conspicuous in English poetry. 

At the present time the attention of the 

American public is attracted by the so- 


called “ Pike” poets, of whom Bret Harte 


and Jobn Hay are the most conspicuous 


examples. A few readers of the Overland 


Monthly had noticed some vivid poems by 
Mr, Harte from time to time, in which 
the gulcbes and mines and hills of Cali- 


fornia picturesquely figured; while his 
characters were men and women as quaint 
and uncouth as the scenery surrounding 
them. Not, however, until the publica- 
tion of ‘Plain Language from Truthful

dextrously catching some popular theme, 


and elaborating it in a way at once attract- 
and witty. The latter was the 
method adopted by Mr. Harte. The sud- 
den discovery of the cheated gamblers— 
that “we are ruined by Chinese cheap 
labor,” when outwitted by the tricky Ah 
Sin—was an illustration of the shrewdly 
humorous manner in which the whole 
poem neatly fitted itself into a vacant 
Something 
the same causes led to the success of 
“Dow's Flat,” “Chiquita,” and “ Her 
Letter,’ which are, on the whole, the best 
of Mr. Harte’s remaining verses. Under

niche in public opinion. 


these circumstances it is manifestly im- 
possible that Bret Harte should continue 
to hold any permanent position in poetical 
fame unless, as it is highly possible, the 
quaint humor of ‘‘ The Heathen Chinee” 
should make future readers search out the 
condition of things which led to its com- 
position. It seems to us that Mr. Harte is 
far more successful as a character painter 
and sketch writer than as a poet; and, 
ywhile we hope American literature will 
be enriched by stories as good as the re- 
markable ‘‘ Outcasts of Poker Flat,” and 
burlesques as exquisite as “ Lothair’” and 
:“*No Title,” we deem it doubtful whether 
‘American poetry will owe very much to 
his pen. His more recent ‘‘ East and 
West Poems” certainly strengthen such a 
belief. 
John Hay, appearing at the same time, 
and writing in a manner which was cer- 
tainly somewhat similar to that employed 
by Mr. Harte, was placed under a very 
considerable disadvantage, which his orig- 
inality and genius did not merit. That 
*¢ Jim Bludso” and ‘“‘ Little Breeches” are 
somewhat similar in manner to Bret 
Harte’s poems we do not deny; but any 
further resemblance there is none. Had 
‘** Jim Bludso” appeared a hundred years 
ago, it would have been printed in the 
“Elegant Extracts” and ‘‘ Golden Treas- 
uries” ; but it is a natural result of Ameri- 
can civilization—or, rather, of American 
~pionecr life. Some journals have sharply 
criticised the presumed bigamy of the 
hero, and his closing sentiment with refer- 
ence to loafing angeis; but we suppose no 


Sriginal poem eyer yet appeared without 
clashing with the opinions of theological 
- doctrinarians. * “Jim 
Bludso” is more unique in conception and 
more perféct in execution than “ Little 
Breeches”; and Bret Harte himself could 
take lessons of Mr. Hay in the art of dra- 


bigots and fossilized 


matic effect. 


There are 
two ways of making a poetical reputa- 
tion: one by writing a poem which would 
attract attention at any time; another by 


his minor poems, as ‘' By the River,” have 
an exquisite melody, and a few of his love 
poems are delicate and graceful. That he 
is capable of any sustained effort seems 
doubtful; but we can expect graceful 
lyrics, and possibly some good vers-de- 
sociee from a young man who displays so 
much genius and literary spirit. But Bret- 
Hartism and the Pike poetry are eva- 
nescent things, upon which no real reputa- 
tion can ever be based. 

A better poet than Mr. Harte or Mr. 
Hay, and one from whom American lit- 
erature has more to hope, is Edmund 
Clarence Stedman. Mr. Stedman’s repu- 
tation was founded upon some very good 
satirical poems —the “Diamond Wed- 
ding,” etc.— written in a style familiar- 
ized by Saxe, and pleasant enough in vers- 
ification and sentiment. These were fol- 
lowed by “ Alice of Monmouth,” a poem 
unremarkable for any particular promise 
or genius, save that it indicated study and 
a desize to excel in a rather different path 
from the one previously entered upon by the 
young poet. But it is entirely within five 
years that Mr. Stedman has done his best 
work. “The Blameless Prince,” pub- 
lished in 1869, was at once his best book 
and the indieation of powers which he 
had not previously brought into play. Its 
plot was simple —a good prince, who en- 
joyed the love of his queen, the regard and 
esteem of his people, and the admiration 
of his court, but who at length went 
the way of the world, and fell madly 
in love with a maiden not his wife. 
Around this simple story Mr. Stedman 
deftly wove much delicate imagery and 
quaint expression ; and, while holding con- 
sistently to the idea of a narrative poem, 
pernitted himself to display possibilities 
of thought and exccution in other lines o 
study. 

But Stedman’s greatest success, perhaps, 
has been in his lyrical poems — a kind of 
writing in which success is at once most 
difficult and most permanent. “ Toujours 
Amour” and “ The Doorstep” are examples 
of his exquisite power over language and 
sentiment. As a humorist he is not par- 
ticularly successful, nor as a martial lyrist, 
as is shown in his rather unsatisfactory 
poem entitled “The Old Admiral’; but in 
his own chosen fields he is certain to win 
a lasting reputation. Whether his forth- 
coming translation of “Theocritus” will 
be a success the future must decide. 

Thomas Bailey Aldrich is a poet much 
resembling Stedman in many respects, 
but who has passed through very different 
shades of fecling and passion. At one 
time he seemed enamored of the all-per- 
vading Tennysonian style—an imitative 
manner now happily waning. Under 
this influence he wrote ‘‘ Haunted,” “The 
Lunch,” and two or three similar poems, 
obviously planned upon the Tennysonian 
manner of “ Mariana” and “Oriana” and the 
rest. But, soon becoming emancipated 
from this youthful fetter, he became him- 
self in “ Seadrift,” ‘‘Garnaut Hall,” and 
“The Set of Turquoise.” The “ Ballad 
of Babie Bell” is Mr. Aldrich’s most popu- 
lar poem; but by no means his best, a 
place we are disposed to assign to his few 
verses entitled ‘‘ The Tragedy,” which the 
reader will remember as replete with 
pathos and tenderness. 

Mr. Aldrich has been quite a Bohemian 
in his day, having been connected with 
several defunct and some living journals 
in New York and elsewhere. That queer 
poem of his entitled ‘The Flight of the 
Goddess” is about as good a Bohemian 
lyric as we remember to have seen, 
wherein he comically bewails the lack of 
poetic feeling when surrounded with 
affluence and comfort, whereas it was a 
common thing in a dismal New York 
attic. Of late years Mr. Aldrich has been 
too much of an editor, and too little of a 
poet; but we hope he will in future con- 
tinue his labors in some of his very suc- 
cessful lines of poetical work. 

Bayard Taylor, having made an evanes- 
cent reputation asa traveler, and a toler- 
able one as a novelist, seems to have final- 
ly devoted himself to poetry as the best 
ground for an enduring fame. In this 
choice he has undoubtedly been wise. His 
“Oriental Lyrics,” while they are not 
particularly remarkable, are, nevertheless, 
musical and delicate; his ‘‘Poet’s Jour- 
nal” was successful in many ways, and 
his latest work, the ‘‘ Picture of St. John,” 
showed manifest improvement in many 
respects. We remember a translation 
from Ruckert, by Mr. Taylor, which is as 
graceful and rhythmical as the original; 
and of his recent translation of Faust 
we know no higher praise than to say that 
it is, on the whole, far superior to that of 
Rev. C. T. Brooks. Mr. Taylor is a man 
constantly making experiments in poetry, 
as well as in other literary employments. 
What he may elect to do we cannot tell; 
but, with his power, his ripeness, and his 
versatility, we certainly cannot allow him 
either obscurity or neglect. 

Richard Henry Stoddard is an epi- 
curean poet, combining some of Cow- 
ley’s philosophy with a good deal of 
Tom Moore’s sweetness. Not that he 
is Bacchanalian or sensual; but Na- 
ture and life are with him sunny and 
happy experiences, with here and there 
a stroke of sadness, all the more bitter by 
contrast. He is too much inclined to be 
epigrammatical ; too little careful in his 
choice of subjects; but when he selects a 
congenial theme, and writes in a congenial 
mood, he is unusually successful in his 
elaboration of poetical fancies. Mr. Stod- 
dard is clearly Elizabethan in his tastes 
and manner; he likes the old poets, ad- 
mires the ancient madrigals, and carefully 
studies Herrick and Suckling and Surrey 
and Wyatt. But he is noimitator; and, 
while in his ‘‘ Songs of Summer” and else- 
where there is much that reminds the 
reader of a bygone age in poetry, there is 
nothing at all savoring of literary borrow- 
ing. Stoddard isa sort of Burns in dis- 
liking any long poetical work; prolixity 
he detests; and, in his continual study 
after brevity and point, he not infrequently 
incurs the danger of undue condensation. 
This is not a common fault, however, and

article it is manifestly impossible to give

nor is it necessary to multiply examples. 


talent, and the few great names we 
can offer; but, with the poets we have 
mentioned still among us, any mournful 
prognostication seems unnecessary. Then 
there are others of promise—Henry How- 
ard Brownell, Read, Howells, Mrs. Spof- 
ford, Mrs. Hunt, Mrs. Howe, and a dozen 
others of nearly equal fame. Recently, 
also, we have lost two or three men for 
whom a brilliant future was possibly wait- 
ing, and of whom we will instance Pro. 
fessor Cutler, of Cambridge, and Forceythe 
Willson, whose poem, “ The Voice,” is at 
once the most spiritual and sad and the 
most satisfactory poem we have had for 
some years. 

From the opening reputation of a poet 
little, perhaps, can be premised, nor can 
that little remain unchanged for any long 
time. In the present article we have 
been restricted to American poets, and to 
very few of them; but enough has been 
written, we think, to show that American 
poetry need not suffer at that day—far dis-

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WEIMAR 
TIONS. 


BY JOSEPHINE A. ELLERY. 


A YEAR after Goethe’s death, a stranger 
in Weimar asked an inhabitant to point out 
Goethe's house ; and the man did not know 
it. The stranger said; ‘‘ Not know it! 
The time will come when Weimar will be 
known only as the home of Goethe!” 
Now the small children can tell you in 
which house he died, and the Garden 
House which first beguiled him to reside 
in Weimar. He liked the plain little 
house in the Park so well that Carl August 
said to the owner, “I must have thy gar 
den or lose Goethe”; for already his fame 
had caused the Frankfort people to offer 
him a home by the Main, and not long after 
he receiveda letter from Asia addressed to 
“ Goethe, the Poet, somewhere in Europe.” 
Near both houses he planted many trees, 
and we were glad to see that these were 
spared by the frost, which killed hundreds 
in this vicinity. In the garden of the 
town-house are the little tables and chairs 
just as they used to be when Anna Amalia 
and Carl August and Wieland came to 
take tea there about once a week. All as 
it used to be, except that the shutters of 
his sleeping-room are never opened now, 
and for years no one has entercd the room 
where those wonderful dark eyes closed 
forever. 

His portrait is in every collection. Be- 
fore the theater his statue and Schiller’s 
are finely placed, Goethe giving Schiller a 
laurel crown. In the Museum a Jove-like 
statue represents him with a little Psyche 
touching his harp-strings. This was de- 
signed by Bettine yon Arnim, who would 
have been very glad to have people think 
she was his Psyche; but she wasn’t. In 
the library is a bust which might be mis- 
taken for an Apollo, and a minute picture 
on a cup, for which he gave the artist 
thirty-four sittings ; but the time was well 
spent, for it is wonderful as a work of art, 
and no resemblance could be more life- 
like than this small face seen under a 
microscope. The same Case contains his 
pen. Here, also, are two busts made by 
persons who had never seen him, but had 
read “Faust”; and it is very satisfactory 
to see how much better Goethe looked 
than they thought he did. But the most 
pleasing tribute is in the Ducal Palace, 
where four rooms are dedicated to the 
four poets— Wieland, Herder, Goethe, 
and Schiller — and the walls finely fres- 
coed with illustrations of their works. 

It was through the influence of Anna 

Amalia (the mother of the Grand Duke, 

Carl August) that Weimar was rendered 

so attractive to these gifted men as to be 

called ‘The Court of the Muses.” Her 

favorite residence was at Tieffurt, a mile or 
two from the city, where Goethe’s “ Fisher 

Maiden” was performed out of doors. Here 

were innumerable old relics, engravings, 

china, worsted work, fans, toys, anda 

mock feast made of china, all crowded 

into tiny rooms, where the last Grand 

Duke use to come nearly every day and 

spend two hours or more playing with 

them. The bare floors and the poor little 

rooms, the pictures and winter garden 

told of a home-like, old-fashioned way of 

living, that added fresh luster to the 

brilliant intellect and noble heart of 
the beautiful Anna Amalia, as we 

pictured her little court enjoying here 

the society of Goethe and Wicland nearly 

every evening. 

Schiller’s house now belongs to the city, 

and the lower stories are used for a Schiller 

society, in: aid of literary men; but his 

private rooms are open to the public. The 

largest one has a carpet, which the ladies 

of Weimar worked with worsted, and 

here is the writing-table where he used to 

sit at night, with his feet in cold water to 

keep him awake. His sleeping room is quite 

unchanged ; a little piano, with a guitar on 

it, his chairs and table, and the short, nar- 

row bed, full of withered flowers, with his 

portrait at the head, as he looked after 

death, a noble face. At the window was 

a large copy on glass of Kaulbach’s Mac- 

beth meeting the Witches, 

Schiller once said that the best treasure 
of his life was his acquaintance with Goe- 

the, which commenced six years before 
his death. Goethe refused to meet Schiller 
because he wrote “The Robbers”; but a 
Prof. Oken, of Jena, once invited them 
both to pass the evening with him, and 
after that each was a constant inspiration 
to the other. Schiller soon came to Wei- 
mar, and shared with Goethe the manage- 

ment of the theater, giving it a refining 
and educating influence which is not yet 
lost. After Schiller’s death Goethe directed 
it alone, till Carl August once insisted that 
a learned dog should perform, which Goe- 
the considered a desecration; so the old 
friends quarreled, the dog played, and 
Gocthe left the theater. We saw one of 
Schiller’s plays and two operas given with 
good acting and appointments and supe- 
rior music. The harp was played by a 
lady in the orchestra. The sensation of 
going to the theater in Weimar is just like 

that of going to school. We go before 
dark; hang our cloaks on a wooden peg 
in the vestibule, where nobody thinks of 
stealing (somebody said there was nothing 
worth carrying off); ladies come alone ; 
and everybody knows everybody else. It 
seemed like a family waiting for the chil- 
dren to arrange au impromptu charade, and 
the excellence of the performance was 
really a surprise; partly because it is the 
cheapest thing we have found here, where 
everything seems cheap to an Amcrican. 
At half-past nine the curtain falls. On the 
way home we pass rosy, bare-headed serv- 
ing maids, who have come for their mis- 
tresses, and many an independent damsel, 
who waits for no escort. 

The morals of Weimar are excellent, and 
no one has deserved capital punishment 
for 150 years—a good way to abolish it. 
Three years ago the community was 
deeply excited over a crime committed in 
the park. A lady took out her purse to 
give some money to a beggar, when he 
snatched it and ran away. Some people 
said it was impossible, unheard of; but in 
three weeks the thief was caught, and 
proved to belong in Mechlenburg, which 
was a great relief to the citizens of 
Weimar. Like most people, they have 
sometimes found their morality an incon- 
venience. Their allegiance to Luther cost 
them half their land in the Thirty Years’ 
War, and in this war the troops still left in 
France are from this part of the empire, 
because they are so forbearing with the 


some of the best artists in Germany, and 
high among these stands Preller, whose 
illustrations of Homer cover a wall in the 
Museum, and are the best pictures there. 
Von Schwind’s picture of Grimm's fairy 
tale of the princess who didn’t speak once 
for seven years are beautiful, too. Re- 
turning to the palace, we follow the 
guide through a long suite of elegant 
apartments belonging to the Duke; but 
find none 80 attractive as a round Gothic 
room, which remains as Duke Bernard

DR. CROSBY'S LIFE OF CHRIST. 


Dr. Howarp Crossy is prominent 
among the clergymen of the Presbyterian 
Church as a man of scholarly attainments. 
Especially in the studies connected with 
the Greek language and the New Testa- 
ment, he has gone far beyond most of his 
contemporaries who are engaged in the 
regular work of preaching, Compara- 
tively few persons, therefore, among the 
body to which we refer would be regarded 
as so well qualified as he to undertake the 
work of writing the Life of Christ. For 
this reason it is not surprising if his own 
congregation and many others were in- 
terested to know that such a work was to 
be expected from him, The volume has 
now been before the public for some 
months, and will scarcely need any intro- 
duction to our readers. The object which 
Dr. Crosby proposed to himself in pre- 
paring the book seems to have been to 
present a connected and ‘‘ harmonious” 
life of Jesus, as drawn from the several 
narratives of the New Testament. He 
limits himself very closely to the story as 
given by the Evangelists; and even, in the 
main, to the language which they employ. 
The phraseology is changed, indeed, when 
it appears necessary to adapt it more per- 
fectly to readers of the present day. But 
we have been struck, in our examination 
of the work, with the remarkable con- 
formity to the original language of the 
English Testament in a narrative which 
does not copy it exactly. The author ar- 
ranges the history for the convenience of 
those who would study the life of 
Christ. He is a thorough believer in 
the idea of a harmony, and he 
presents in his volume the harmony 
which he adopts. But he does not enter 
very largely into the discussion of the sub- 
ject, or give any extended view of the 
difficulties which are connected with it. 
The readers for whom he désigned the 
work were, doubtless, primarily, the 
members of his own congregation; and, 
secondarily, others of a similar character 
beyond the limits of that body. For such 
persons—persons whose thoughts were 
mainly occupied with other questions than 
those connected with the scholarly inves- 
tigation of the Gospels—he probably felt 
that results would be better than pro- 
cesses. He has given, accordingly, these 
results as @ sort of guide to the ordinary 
churchmember, or Sunday-school teacher, 
in his reading of the Gospel history. 

Dr. Crosby’s book exhibits the evidence 
of careful study in many places, and 
shows that he has been a patient in- 
vestigator. But, from the very nature 
of his book, such evidence is more fre- 
quently found in the brief notes than in 
the text. His style is clear and lucid, 
and his adaptations of the language of the 
Evangelists to the usages of the present 
time is, in general, felicitious. It does not 
seem to us, however, that the book is pre- 
pared altogether on the right principle. A 
regular harmony of the Gospels, accord- 
ing to the ordinary plan of such a work, is 
of much use. So, also, is a life of our 
Lord, which enters deeply into the many 
questions and_ difficulties that have been 
raised in earlier or later times, or one 
which opens before us some of the thou- 
sand thoughts which that life must suggest. 
But whether this author, in giving a mere 
paraphrase, as it were, of the New Testa- 
ment narrative, is likely to accomplish by 
his work the good end which may be 
attained by a book of one or another 
of the classes referred to may, as we think, 
be questioned. The present volume re- 
sembles in this regard the edition of the 
New Testament which the same author 
published a few years since. It adds too 
little to the original. It is, too nearly, a 
simple paraphrase. As the other volume 
seemed but little more than the republica- 
tion- of the ordinary English Testament, 
with this writer’s name upon its title-page, 
so the present one does not give the 
reader all that be desires when he turns 
from the Gospels to a modern life of 
Christ. Atleast, we are impelled to raise 
the inquiry whether here is not a defi- 
ciency or failing in this book, which takes 
away from its usefulness and value. 
Doubtless such a presentation of the story 
may be of service to a congregation, if 
presented in the course of pulpit lectures; 
but whether it is of such essential benefit 
to the wide circle of Christian readers as 
to give it a place either with or above the 
common harmonies is a point on which 
some doubts may be entertained. 





MAGAZINES FOR NOVEMBER. 


Old and New announces a combination 
story by Mrs. Stowe, Mr. Fred Loring, 
Mrs. Whitney, Mr. Perkins, Miss Hale, and 
the editor, Mr. E. E. Hale, of which the 
first chapter will appear in the December 
number. This is an original idea, and 
will probably prove a successful one. 
‘* Each of our best poets” will havea poem 
in the number. As tothe present number, 
Dr. H. W. Bellows has an essay—not a 
very striking one—upon “The Modern 
English Novel.” Mr. Hale’s ever-interest- 
ing story, ‘‘ Ups and Downs,” is contin- 
ued. Helen Hunt’s charming ‘‘ Morning 
and Evening Songs” are reprinted. When 
they are printed yet again, will she not 
make the first line read “ Like a lover with 
noiseless feet,” instead of, as at present, 
“Like lover with soft, noiseless feet” ? 
The editorial departments are full and 


varied. 
The Journal of Science and Arts has an 


article by Prof. J. D. Dana, on the “ Pla- 
teau in which the Glacier of New En- 
gland had its Origin.” This plateau he 
thinks to have been in Northern Canada, 
which during the glacial era must have 
been elevated some 5,000 feet above its 
present level. Dr. B. F. Craig gives an 
account of some “ Variations in the Tem- 
perature of the Human Body,” which is a 
record of some experiments made upon 
himself. He fails, however, to give us 
any account of his own temperament, 
health, and average temperature; and, 
still worse, he does not tell us the method 
of his own observations, or whether the 
temperatures he noted were those 
of the axilla, or some other part of 
the body. These inexcusable omissions 
destroy the scientific value of the article, 
which should not have been admitted into 
this magazine. More trustworthy work 
is given in Prof. C. A. Young’s ‘‘ Prelim- 
inary Catalogue of the Bright Lines on 
the Spectrum of the Chromosphere” ; and 
more accurate work in Mr. J. L. Smith's 
article on the ‘‘ Position of Meteorites in 
‘North Mexico.” The department of Scien- 
tific Intelligence has a notice of the Mid- 
way Islands of the North Pacific, which 
are a serics of coral reefs or atolls, forming 
a continuation of the Hawaiian group 
toward the northwest. They were quite 
a terra incognita until the Government sur- 
veyed them, in 1869, with reference to 
using them for anchorage and coal depots 
for the North Pacific line of steamers. 











—McePherson's History of the Reconstruc- 
tion, just published by Phitp & Solomons, 
of Washington, and containing a reprint 
of his-Political Manuals from 1865 to 
1870, forms a very appropriate supple- 
ment to his “ History of the Rebellion,” 
which covers the period extending from 
1860 to 1865. The two volumes taken to- 
gether embrace a period of ten years, 
and deal with the most interesting and 
important events of our national history. 
The object of the author is not to present 
a fall account of the Rebellion or Recon- 
struction, but rather to give the political 
history of the United States from the com- 
mencement of the war to the complete

reconstruction of the Rebel States, “In 
the one volume we have the war measures 
of the Government, together with the 
political action of the people; and in the 
other we have the reconstruction measures 
adopted by the Government to gather up 
and make secure the proper fruits of the 
war. Each volume is complete by itself. 
and, though every student really wants 
both as books of frequent reference, he 
can select either according to his pleasure. 
Politicians, and especially those who are 
called upon to instruct the public in re- 
spect to the measures of Congress in re- 
constructing the Rebel States, will find 
the History of Reconstruction, just pub- 
lished, a most important help. Every 
newspaper editor ought to have a copy at 
hand for reference. Though prepared not 
as a political treatise in the party sense, 
but ratber as o history of what Congress 
has done, it is, nevertheless, a very com- 
plete vindication of the general policy 
pursued by the Republican party. It has 
cost the compiler an immense amount of 
labor to condense so much matter in such 
a simple and convenient form for use. 
Upon many of the questions that will be 
sharply discussed in the approaching 
presidential campaign it sheds the light 
of truthful history. We commend it to 
the reader asa book that it will pay to 
buy, and then pay carefully to study. 


—We have received advance sheets of 
the new book by the Rev. Joseph P. 
Thompson, D.D., soon to be issued from 
the press of James R. Osgood & Co., en- 
titled Home Worship for Every Day in the 
Year. Itis the most complete and val- 
uable aid to family devotion that bas yet 
been provided, and we expect to see it 
take its place by the side of the Family 
Bible in a great multitude of Christian 
homes. It contains a religious exercise for 
every day in the year, with others for 
special occasions and Sabbath days. Each 
exercise consists of a selection from the 
Scriptures, a brief comment thereupon, 
and aprayer. The selections are judicious 
and comprehensive in theirrange. While 
the reading of the Bible through im course 
is to be commended as an excellent private 
exercise, yet some careful choice is better 
for family reading ; and this Dr. Thomp- 
son has wisely made. The meditations 
upon the Scriptures, all of which are orig- 
inal, are pithy and pertinent, throwing 
light upon the meaning of the passage and 
letting out its stores of devotional fervor. 
The fine scholarship of Dr. Thompson 
shows itself in these compact comments. 
Though by no means controversial, they 
are sometimes exceedingly helpful in an- 
swering the latest objections to the Scrip- 
tures, and in furnishing the best results of 
moderna investigation in a condensed form. 
The prayers, about one-third of which are 
original, and the rest of which have been 
selected from the best sources, are simple, 
direct, and tender, well fitted to express 
the everyday wants of the worshipers, 
and to lead them toward a better life. 
There is also a good selection of hymns 
and tunes, new and old, suitable for wor- 
ship. Most of the old favorites are here, 
and many of the best Sunday-school songs. 
Dr. Thompson possesses precisely the 
qualifications for a work of this kind. 
His excellent taste, his sound common 
sense, his Catholic spirit, and, above all, 
his large experience as a pastor fit him to 
know and supply the needs of worship- 
ing in Christian families. In many house- 
holds where his name is known and 
loved this book will be welcomed as a 
fitting memorial of the close of his long 
and fruitful public life; and many others 
who have known him but in part will 
be brought by these sacred household 
words into the circle of his friends, 
That this book will be the means of build- 
ing many family altars we cannot doubt; 
and this result, if it be accomplished, must 
certainly be counted among the best fruits 
of Dr. Thompsen’s ministry. The book 
is embellished with several fine full-page 
engravings, and the publisher has done 
his best to put its excellent matter into a 
neat and substantial form, 


—Messrs. C. F. & Henry Adams’s Chap- 
ter of Erie and Other Essays are trust- 
worthy accounts of the ways and means 
by which James Fisk, Jr., Jay Gould, and 
other magnates of the railroad ring have 
attained wealth, distinction, and dishonor. 
There is a solidity about these discussions 
which should invite the attention of those 
who wish for definite information about 
the rascality of the last-named persons. 
We all knew beforehand what their char- 
acter was; but precisely how and when it 
was obtained will be interesting to those 
who wish details of the matter. An able 
discussion of ‘‘ The Railroad System,” in 
five chapters, occupies the last hundred 
pages of this volume. 


—Belle Cooke’s Tears and Victory is a 
smoothly versified poem of our civil war, 
written by a lady who evidently describes 
personal experience in the poem. <A half 
of the volume is made up of miscellanc- 
ous pieces, which have at least the merit 
of naturalness and absence of those vault- 
ing verbal ambitions in which young 
poets are so apt to indulge. The book 
comes to us all the way from Salem, Ore- 
gon, and deserves a greater Eastern popu- 
larity than it is likely to have. These are 
verses quite without pretense. 


—Maude and Miriam is a story of the 
Crusades, written in astilted style and in 
an ultra-romantic vein. “ Dost mind how 
time passeth ?” ‘“ Will pardon me, Guy ?” 
and “ Now Heaven be lauded, Miriam!” 
are samples of the way Mrs. McKeever’s 
people talk. It is a strong anti-Catholic 
book, and may please such scctaries as 
hold the author's opinions, and are not 
very exacting in the matter of literary 
taste.

PLANTING BULBS FOR SPRING 


FLOWERING. 


Tae best season for planting hardy bulbs, 
which are intended for 
flowering, is, in New England, during the 
month of October; and in warmer climates in 
November, or a8 long as the frost does not 

vent the operation. It is not desirable to 
plant them early enough to allow the roots 
to start this season ; but they must be set out 
before the ground freezes to any depth. 

In selecting a location, always choose one 
that is sheltered from the severest frosts of 
winter, and the effects of cold rain storms 
in March and April. The soil requires sand 
in goodly quantities, for if the ground retains 
moisture for any length of time the bulbs are 
apt to decay. A good, friable, sandy loam is 
the best suited to their wants. Crude manures 
are very distasteful to them, and will often 
destroy the bulbs. Well-decayed cow-ma- 
gure, plentifully mixed with the soil, gives 
finer flowers. Chicken and pig manures are 
entirely too strong for their growth. 

If the bulbs are protected by covering the 
beds with two or three inches of stabic-litter 
or leaves, after they are planted to the 
proper depth, the soil is prevented from erack- 
ing and injuring the bulbs in the early spring. 

It should be raked off after the cold nights 
are passed, and the bulbs have pushed up 
their tightly folded green leaves, hooded so 
carefully from the chilly air. Amateur florists 
are often at a loss to know at what depth to 
plant their choicest bulbs. They see how 
glorious are their flowers in the early spring 
days and in the later summer, and desire to 
possess such rarely beautiful plants ; but, when 
purchased, their knowledge is at fault. To be 
sure the florists’ and seedsmen’s catalogues 
give minute directions; but they are not 
always consulted or at hand. The seedsmen 
of the day cater to the tastes of flower lovers 
in every possible manner. Their catalogues 
are models of taste and elegance, and the 
jllustrated plates which accompany them are 
rare works of art. 

HYACINTUS. 





These are the most beautiful of all spring 
flowerivg bulbs, on account of their delicious 
fragrance and the delicate hues of their blos- 
soms. There are numerous fine named yarie- 
ties, which are numbered by the hundred. 

Haerlem is the great focus of bulbous cul- 
tivation, and nearly all of the Hyacinuths 
offered for sale are imported thence; also 
Tulips, Narcissus, Jonquils, ete. 

In selecting the bulbs, it is well to take the 
targest sized roots, for they will produce the 
finest flowers. Linnus terms a bulbous 
root the hybernacle or winter lodge of the 
young plant; and it is rightly named, for 
each bulb is filled with the stem, leaves, and 
flowers, that will appear as soon as moisture 
and warmth are given it. It is this “ winter 
lodye’ which enables the Hyacinth to flower 
so perfectly in glasses of water in the winter 
season. But bulbs thus treated never recover 
their beauty; it has been exhausted, and can- 
not be restored. 

Hyacinths should be planted three to four 
inches in depth, according to the situation. 
In colder latitudes they require greater depth 
than in warm climates. They can be set out 
in circles, clusters, or singly, as suits the 
planter’s taste. Clusters of three or five 
give a.good effect while in bloom. And I 
have seen a circular bed in the lawn planted 
in concentric circles of different hues—com- 
mencing with the deepest purple, and shad- 
ing outward to crimson, pink, and the purest 
white—the effect of which was indiscribably 
lovely, and tie air was perfumed with their 
fragrance. 

Tu planting a bed, the hight of the flower 
and its time of blossoming should be con- 
sulted. There are tall and low varieties, 
early and late; and it is not well to mingle 
them. The lowspecies make a fine cdving 
to a bed of tall-growing bulbs. If the early 
and late are planted promiscuously, the effect 
of the bed is spoiled; ag, to prodace the best 
show, it is needful that all should bloom 
nearly at the same time. 

Scouring sand should be plentifully scat- 
tered into each hole prepared for the bulbs. 
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{TING BULBS FOR SPRING 
_ FLOWERING. 


Tue best season for or planting hardy bulbs, 

which are intended for summer and spring 
gowering, is, in New England, during the 
month of October; and in warmer climates in 
November, or a8 long as the frost does not 

revent the operation. It is not desirable to 
; jant them early enough to allow the roots 
osiart this season ; but they must be set out 
a ore the ground freezes to any depth, 

In selecting alocation, always choose one 
that is sheltered from the severest frosts of 
winter, and the effects of cold rain storms 
tn March and April. The soil requires sand 
m goodly quantities, for if the ground retains 
moisture for any length of time the bulbs are 

apt to decay. A A good, friable, sandy loam is 
the beat suited to their wants. Crude manures 
are very distasteful to them, and will often 
destroy the bulbs. Well-decayed cow-ma- 
aure, plentifully mixed with the soil, gives 
gner flowers. Chicken and pig manures are 
entircly too strong for their growth. 

If the bulbs are protected by covering the 
beds with two or three inches of stabie-litter 
or leaves, after they are planted to the 
proper depth, the soil is prevented from crack- 
ing and injuring the bulbs in the early spring. 
Itshould be raked off after the cold nights 
are passed, and the bulbs have pushed up 
their tightly folded green leaves, hooded so 
carefully from the chilly air. Amateur florists 
are often at a loss to know at what depth to 
plant their choicest bulbs. They see how 
glorious are their flowers in the early spring 
days and in the later summer, and desire to 
possess such rarely beautiful plants ; but, when 
purchased, their knowledge is at fault. To be 
sure the florists’ and seedsmen’s catalogues 
give minute directions; but they are not 
always consulted or athand. The seedsmen 
of the day cater to the tastes of flower lovers 
in every possible manner. Their catalogues 
are models of taste and elegance, and the 
jllustrated plates which accompany them are 
rare works of art. 

HYACINTUS. 

These are the most beautiful of all spring 
flowering bulbs, on account of their delicious 
fragrance and the delicate hues of their blos- 
soms. There are numerous fine named varie- 
ties, which are numbered by the hundred. 

Haerlem is the great focus of bulbous cul- 
tivation, and nearly all of the Hyacinths 
offered for sale are imported thence; also 
Tulips, Narcissus, Jonquils, ete. 

In selecting the bulbs, it is well to take the 
sarvest sized roots, for they will produce the 
finest flowers. Linneus terms a bulbous 
root the hybernacle or winter lodge of the 
young plant; and it is rightly named, for 

each bulb is filled with the stem, leaves, and 
flowers, that will appear as soon as moisture 
and warmth are given it. It is this “‘ winter 
lodye” which enables the Hyacinth to flower 
go perfectly in glasses of water in the winter 
season, But bulbs thus treated never recover 
their beauty; it has been exhausted, and can- 
pot be restored. 

Hyacinths should be planted three to four 
inches in depth, according to the situation. 
In colder latitudes they require greater depth 
than in warm climates, They can be set out 
in circles, clusters, or singly, as suits the 
planter’s taste. Clusters of three or five 
givea.good effect while in bloom. And I 
have seen a circular bed in the lawn planted 
inconcentrie circles of different hues—com- 
mencing with the deepest purple, and shad- 
ing outward to crimson, pink, and the purest 
white—the effect of which was indiscribably 
lovely, and tue air was perfumed with their 
frarrance. 

In planting a bed, the hight of the flower 
and its time of blossoming should be con- 
sulted. There are tall and low varieties, 
early and late; and it is not well to mingle 
them. The lowspecies make a fine edging 
toa bed of tall-growing bulbs. If the early 
and late are planted promiscuously, the effect 
of the bed is spoiled; as, to prodace the best 
show, it is needful that all should bloom 
nearly at the same time. 

Scouring sand should be plentifully scat- 
tered into each hole prepared for the bulbs. 
This prevents all tendency to decay and in- 
creases the vigor of the plant. In preparing 
beds in the lawn, it is better to make them a 
little higher in the center, for then the sur- 
plus water drains off. 

Selecta dry, sunny day to eet out your 
bulbs, and press the soil tightly down with 
the flat of your trowel. Do not cover the 
beds with leaves, etc., until late in the sea- 
ton, and the ground is frozen hard. If covered 
early the litter will attract the ground-mice. 

Where all the varieties are so beautiful it 
seems impossible to make a selection; but we 
should choose of double varieties :

They should be plant- 
din October or November, according to the 
climate, at the depth of three inches, and 
look well either in beds by themselves or in 
Soups of eight orten. If planted around the 
tase of an ever: «teen tree, they enliven the 

‘pearance of the lawn, and their brilliant 
Colors find an effective background in the 
dk green foliage of a pine or Arbor Vite. 
This method of planting is not often used; 
tut it is coming into favor, and the bulbs can 
main in the ground without being disturbed 
fortwo or three years. Then the offsets should 
be removed, as they impede the growth of 
the parent bulbs. ‘The late and early bloom- 
ing Tulips should be planted separately; also 
the double and single varieties. The Parrot 
Tolips are remarkably curious; and their ir- 
tegular shaped petals, shaded with the most 
brilliant colors of scarlet, red, and green, are 
Rost effective and picturesque. 

NARCISSUS. 

These bulbs require the same treatment as 
‘te Hyacinth, but the largest bulbs should 
te planted from four to five inches in depth. 
The Narcissus poeticus and the double variety 
f itare among the loveliest flowers grown 
cae gardens, and should find a place with 
ths ited of pure, fragrant flowers. Folyan- 
nian cissus are very beautiful, bearing 

Owers on one stem.

and Amena are all most beautiful plants for 
early flowering. Their blossoms are in spikes 
of blue bell-shaped flowers. Their treatment 
is the same as that of the Crocus and Snow- 
drop. 

To the list of spring bulbs we would add 
the Feathered Grape and Belgian Hyacinths, 
each of which is a distinct botanical species 
from the commo: Hyacinth. They are all 
ornamental and desirable. 

Anemones and Ranunculuses are very beau- 
tiful flowers ; but amateur cultivation rarely 
brings them to perfection, 80 we cannot rec- 
ommend them to our readers, They will not 
bloom readily in our gardens. 


SUMMER LILIES. 


These are now offered in many varieties, all 
of which are great additions to our list of 
summer flowers. 

Lilium Auratum, or gold-banded Japan 
Lily, takes front rank, though it has compet- 
itors in the ficld now which threaten to 
eclipse its beauty, and double varieties are 
offered at high prices. These bulbs are 
hardy, even in the coldest localities of New 
England, if a little straw or litter are thrown 
over the ground after it freezes. The bulbs 
should be planted from four to five inches in 
depth. 

Lilium lorgiflorum, lancifolium, eximium, 
and Brownii are all most desirable. They re- 
quire the same treatment as ZL. Auratum. 
They are not lovers of too rich a soil—will 
not grow well if crude animal manures ap- 
proach their roots. They flourish bestina 
sandy loam. 

AH Lilies should be allowed to remain un- 
disturbed for three or four years, and should 
be planted early in the autumn, at the depth 
of four inches. ‘If received from the florist 





after the ground has frozen hard, it is better 
to keep them in sand during the winter, ina 
cool place, frost proof (if kept too warm 
they are apt to mould), and plant them out 
early in the spring. We would advise our 
readers who are flower lovers to invest four, 
five, or ten dollars in the purchase of bulbs 
forthe adornment of their grounds in the 
coming spring and summer. They will find 
ita most judicious investment, equaling that 
of bank stock and government bonds. Its 
dividends may not return to them in green- 
backs or yellow-boys; but their colors will 
far surpass those—their greens and yellows 
will be mingled with royal purples, kingly 
scarlets, exquisite pinks, and pearly whites. 
Indeed, Solomon in all his glory cannot 
compare with one of these! 8. 0. J.

SOILING COWS. 


Tus practice needs but little explanation 
to induce thinking farmers to adopt it at 
once; for one trial is usually enough to con- 
vince the experimentalist that there is more 
money in it than in any other style of keep- 
ing cattle and fertilizing the land. It dis- 
poses of all necessity for interior fences and 
repairs; and, at the same time, furnishes a 
double quantity of manure for the land, and 
increases the farm crops in like proportion. 

An American dairyman has practiced soil- 
ing for thirty years, growing corn at the rate 
of one acre for every ten dairy cows. He 
says: 

“T plant early, so that it will mature and 
be ready the first of August. I deem it unfit 
to feed till it is fully in blossom and forming 
ears, when it is found to be sweetest and 
contains more saccharine matter. The ground 
is marked for rows, three feet apart, running 
north and south, to admit the sun’s rays to 
strike the ground between them. The seed 
is planted in hills, eighteen inches apart in 
the row, with six to ten seeds in a hill, and 
tilled like any corn crop. The evergreen 
sweet corn is preferable to other varieties, as 
it remains green and succulent longer. 

“The advantages of planting in rows and 
hills are: that the plant grows rapidly on 
good ground, and requires all the influence 
of sun, heat, light, and air that can be given 
it, to perfect its physical growth. Being in 
rows gives opportunity to move the ground 
by cultivation, and freer access to those ele- 
ments than when sown broadcast or in drills. 
Corn, like other plants, is most nutritious 
when it is making its master effort to pro- 
duce its fruit; then it will make the most 
and best quality of milk. 

* The advantages of soiling in August and 
September are: that it relieves pastures from 
being grazed too close in a season of slow 
growth, and gives opportunity for them to 
recuperate for fall grazing’; keeps up a good 
flow of milk through the season of flies and 
grasshoppers ; and makes better butter and 
cheese than any other forage, except the 
flower of grass-feed, which is an exception to 
any other forage I have ever used. My usual 
custom and best success has been in turning 
the sward late in the fall, and drawing on 
from twenty to thirty loads of manure to the 
acre, The aftersward is well dragged to get 
loose dirt to mix with the manure. 

“When ready to plant, I spread the manure 
and pulverize it well with the soil. I plant 
and till well, like any other corn crop. The 
result is that forty to sixty pounds of this 
fodder, fed alone, per day, on experiment, 
makes thirty pounds of milk and three 
pounds of cheese, or one and a quarter 
pounds of butter. Thus a product of from 
twelve to eighteen hundred pounds of cheese 
is obtained, or from five hundred to seven 
hundred and fifty pounds of butter, from one 
acre of ground.”’ 

Another instance of success also occurs to 
us of a New England farmer: 

Coming into possession of about nine 
acres of land in the neighborhood of a good 
market, made by the demands of a large lit- 
erary institution, he cast about as to what 
was to be done. Two cows and a horse was 
the stock in trade for neat cattle. He was 
obliged to pay per season for pasturage ; at the 
same time it was no small job to drive his 
cows back and forth. That determined him 
to kcep his cows in the barn. The greatest 
trouble was the rapid accumulation of ma- 
nure. By good husbandry he properly se- 
cured that, and kept feeding it to his crops. 
Finding his crops increasing, be added an- 
other cow. Another cow only made more 
manure. More manure, husbanded in the 
same way, made more crops; and the third 
year he added another cow. Now began an- 
other serious difficulty. His barn was too 
small, Still at the end of the fourth year he 
put in another cow, and set himself to work 
to get up a new barn, with modern improve- 
ments, of a good size, a horse, a pair of cat- 
tle, and five cows; and yet had not thought of 
buying more land, but wanted one more 
cow. 

Still another example occurs to us of a 
farmer in Central New York, by the name of 
Williamson, who stated his experience in 
soiling cows before the Central New York 
Farmers’ Club, at Utica. In 1869 he kept 
eleven cows eight months on fourteen acres 
of land, that was only in fair condition. Four 
acres of this land was sown in corn, four in 
orchard and Timothy grasses, one in winter 
rye, and five in pasture. The cows were also 
fed four quarts of shorts and one pint of oil- 
cake each per day. They kept in good con- 
dition and did well. They were kept for 
meking butter, and turned in $85 each, besides 





the butter and milk used in a family of six to 
eight person. Last year he kept fifteen cows 
entirely in the stable and yard, where they 
were perfectly contented. Their yield of 
milk was very regular in quantity and not 
behind that of other dairies. The net pro- 
ceeds were about the same as the year before. 
Mr. W. speaks highly of soiling, and intends 
to continue the practice until every foot of 
his land shall produce fourfold, as pretty 


much all the manures, liquid and solid, are 
saved and applied where most needed, 
Examples like these are becoming more 
frequent and of more public notice. Intelli- 
gent farmers are also becoming interested in 
the subject; for it needs little argument to 
explain to any one the advantage of a system 
by which every farm can double its capacity, 
its crops, its fertility, and its profit, yet at 
the same time reducing the proportionate ex- 
penses. Our farmers are wasting too much 
land in pastures. By actual and reliable esti. 
mate it is found that where a cow is pastured 
not less than three acres must be devoted to 
her use, and more often five will prove to be 
the average. But in the soiling system there 
are instances where not over two are required, 
and sometimes every acre will support a cow 
the year through. We heard once of a 
thrifty shoemaker in Massachusetts who 
kept three cows all summer on the produce of 
only one acre in grass and fodder. With the 
gradual inerease of our population our farms 
must gradually grow smaller and be better 
tilled. No good farm can maintain its fertil- 
ity without cattle or manure, and there is no 
plan which will furnish the farmer such an 
abundance of manure at 80 little expense as 
by soiling.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 


PROSPEROUS FARMING IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Contrary to the generally received opin- 
ion that the climate of Minnesota is too 
severe for permanent residence, Mr. Greeley 
expresses the highest faith in its resources 
and future. Although its climate is strong, 
yet it is healthful, hasa rich soil, and the right 
proportion of timber and prairie land. The 
atmosphere is bracing and invigorating, and 
every one cannot help being industrious and 
efficient. He thinks that the value of the 
country as a resort for invalids has not been 
exaggerated; for he met many who had been 
given up by the physicians as hopeless cases, 
and had come there victims to the lung 
discase, but were now perfectly hale and 
hearty. He says that he ‘‘saw at the Minne- 
apolis Fair a corn-stalk, from a point further 
north, that was nine feet long below the ear; 
how long above the ear I cannot say. Per- 
haps the tape-line gave out at that point. I 
never saw at any place, except in Califor- 
nia, such mammoth potatoes, beets, turnips, 
squashes, cabbages, etc., etc., as were ex- 
hibited at this fair, hcld beside the Falls of 
St. Anthony, where the mercury falls 40 de- 
grees below zero, and the growing season 
(from frost to frost) averages about one hun- 
dred days. Apples of the hardier varieties 
were abundant and very fair, though the 
early attempts to grow them here were mainly 
failures. Grapes also are abundant, and in- 
clude Delawares, Concords, Ionas, Clintons, 
Adirondacks, ete. I was assured that the 
Catawbas are also ripe, though I am not sure 
that Ieawany. All these must be covered 
with straw orearth in winter. Thus protected, 
they survive and bear bounteously. I find my- 
self reported as having predicted that peaches 
would yet be grown bere; a mistake that 
time may convert into a sazacious prophecy. 
It does not need this to demonstrate that 
Minnesota has achieved triumphs in fruit- 
growing that could not have been reasonably 
anticipated even six years ago. In the pro- 
duction of roots and vegetables, including 
the tomato, it would be very hard to excel 
her best efforts, whether in quantity or 
quality.” 
HOW MUCH HAY A HORSE EATS. 

The Stock Journal says: 


“ An acre of ground retained expressly for 
hay yields on an average not more than one 
and ahalf tons of vegetable food; an equal 
space planted with “carrots or ‘rutabagas 
will yield from ten to twenty tons—say 
fifteen tons—which is by no means a 
high average, and has often been attained 
without any extraordinary attention. It has 
been ascertained by careful experiment that 
three working horses, fifteen and a half hands 
high, consume bay at the rate of 200 Ibs. a 
week, or five tons and 1 ,049 pounds per an- 
num; besides one anda half bushels of oats 
per week, 78 bushels per annum. By 4 rep- 
etition of the same experiment it is found 
tliat unworked horses consume hay at the 
rate of four and a quarter tons per annum. 
“‘The produce, therefore, of nearly six 
acres of land is necessary to support a work- 
ing horse for one year; but half an acre of 
carrots, 600 bushels per acre, with the ad- 
dition of chopped straw, while the season of 
feeding them lasts, will do as well if not 
better. These things do not admit of doubt, 
for they have been the subjects of exact 
trials, as some of your agricultural friends 
will testify. 

“Tt has also been proved that the value of 
one bushel of corn, together with the fodder 
upon which it grew, will keep a horse in 
good order fora week. An acre planted in 
corn and yielding sixty bushels will be ample 
to keep a good-sized horse in working order 
one year. 

; t the farmer then consider whether it 
ia better to maintain a horse on the product 
of half an acre of rutabagas or carrots, or 
upon the produce of an acre of corn; or, on 
the other hand, upon the hay and grain from 
six acres of land; for it will require six acres 
of good land to produce the necessary hay 
grain, as above. The same reasoning 
might be made use of in the feeding of cattle 
and sheep.” 


NEW INDUSTRIES IN ALASKA. 
Alaska is found to produce something be- 
sides fish, seals, and icebergs, after all. A ves- 
sel has arrived at San Francisco with a cargo 
of fossil ivory from that prized domain. So 
far as explored, the banks of the streams of 
Alaska are said to abound in fossil ivory, 
The marshes adjacent are reported to be full 
of bones and tusks of ancient elephants, 
many sticking out of the mudlike stumps. 
A member of the Alaska Fur Company affirms 
that there is ivory enough on the Yukon 


River to supply the commerce of the world 
for one hundred years.
